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Soviet To Push U.N. ‘Troika’ Campaign 


Adlai Calls 
For Interim 
Secretary 


Battle Lines Drawn 
As Assembly Opens 
Sixteenth Session 


UNITED NATIONS. N Y. < A P )- 
The Soviet Union joined 98 other 
U.N. delegations Tuesday in a 
standing tribute to Dag Hammar- 
skjold—then made clear it would 
keep up its fight for a three-man 
board to replace him. 
“Any one person would not be 
good," said Soviet Foreign Min­ 
ister Andrei Gromyko. He thus 
turned down a Western-supported 
move to name an interim secre­ 
tary-general 
to fill tem porarily 
the gap left by the death of Ham- 
m arskjold in an African plane 
crash. 
Informed of the Soviet position, 
U.S. Ambassador Adlai E. Ste­ 
venson declared the United N a­ 
tions m ust choose an interim sec­ 
retary-general. Mongi Slim of Tu­ 
nisia has been mentioned for such 
a post. 
Thus battle lines were drawn 
between the United States and the 
Soviet Union on the opening day 
of the 16th General Assembly on 
an issue that posed a

northwest at 15 miles per hour.

1. Mushy brakes. When your car is 
standing still, push your brake pedal 
down with a firm, steady pressure. If 
the pedal feels soft and sinks all the way 
to the floor board, you’ve got trouble 
that should be fixed right away. Could 
be a leaking wheel cylinder. Or, more 
likely, a leaky master brake cylinder. 
A well-trained Shell dealer can track 
down brake troubles quickly. 


2. Wandering wheels. If your front 
tires show more wear on one side of the 
tread than the other, your wheel align­ 
ment is probably at fault. 


n o te : an out-of-line w heel drags at 
an angle to the line of travel — can 
increase tire wear up to SO per cent. 


Be sure to discuss rigors of uneven tire 
wear with your Shell dealer. 


3* Jiggly lf0" 1 *°d. Put your foot on 


either bumper, and shove dow’n hard. If 
your car bobs up and down for a long 
time, ask your Shell service man to 
check your shock absorbers. 


4. Decrepit tail pipe. If your tail pipe 
is rusted through in spots, it should be 
replaced. Same thing for your muffler. 
A worn-out exhaust system can make 
your car roar like a wounded hippo. 
Worst of all, you run the danger of ex­ 
haust fumes seeping into the passenger 
compartment. Your Shell dealer can 
take care of the whole problem. 


5. "Bloated" radiator bose. Inspect all 
of the rubber hoses that interconnect 
your cooling system. If they are cracked 
or swollen, they can fail at any time 
and cause your engine to overheat. 
Replacing hoses is a simple task for 
any Shell dealer. 


6. Marred windshield. Feel the blades 
on your windshield wipers. If they’re 
hard, they can scat the glass, lf they’re 
frayed, they can streak it. Ask your 
Shell dealer to check the spring pres­ 
sure on your wiper arms too. If the 
blades rest too lightly against the wind­ 
shield, they can blow away from the 
glass and let the rain swamp your view. 


7. .Strange noises. Listen for squeals, 
squeaks, rattles and other mysterious 
noises. Strange noises are often warn­ 
ings of troubles on the way. So, don’t 
be afraid to ask your Shell dealer about 
sounds you haven't heard before. 


8 .1’nder-the-hood clues. You can learn 
a lot just by looking at your engine. 
W atch for oil, fuel or water leaks. Even 
tiny leaks can lead to hig trouble later 
on. You can also make a quick visual 
check of wiring and electrical connec­ 
tions. If wires are hanging loose —or 
insulation has worn away —see your 
Shell dealer. 


9. Sluggish battery. If your engine 
turns over more slowly than usual w hen 
you start up, arf inspection of your elec­ 
trical system is in order. 
A run-down battery^ is usually the 
cause of starting problems. But the real 
trouble may be elsewhere. Something 
as simple as a loose battery connection 
can do it. Or your voltage regulator may 
need a minor adjustment. Play safe and 
tell your Shell service man. 


10. Oil-streaked sidewalls. It may uke 
a hit of hack bending, hut its worth 
the effort to check the side of your 
tires you seldom see —the side facing 
in. Look for signs of leaking fluid on 
the tire walls. Could be a leaking brake 
cy linder, or faulty oil seals on the rear 
wheels. Both can he serious. 


Any trained Shell dealer knows many 
more trouble signals than the ten listed 
here.

After Hammarskjold, 
What Of The U.N.? 


The tragedy of the sudden and violent death 
of Dag Hammarskjold in an airplane crash early 
Monday in Africa is deepened by the brutal and 
intransigent attitude of the Soviet Union. 
Soviet Deputy Foreign M inister Valeriah A. 
Zorin, having heard his chief, Prem ier Khrush­ 
chev, personally denounce the late Secretary- 
General as a “stooge” and a tool of the Western 
im perialists, not only refused to subscribe to the 
Security Council s expression of regret at Mr. 
Hammarskjold's death, but went even further. 
He said the Soviet Union did not recognize Mr. 
Hammarskjold as an official of the United Na­ 
tions. 
This, on the same day that the Secretary- 
General was killed in action while serving the 
most noble and humane cause of all — that of 
world peace. 
W hether Mr. Hammarskjold was taking the 
proper course of action in attem pting to force 
the rebellious Katanga province to accept the 
rule of the Leopoldville central governm ent is 
beside the point at this moment. 
The point is 
that he was, as always, conscientiously carrying 
out a directive of the United Nations to bring 
order out of the chaos in the Congo. 
Dag Hammarskjold, never content to sit on 
the sidelines as a ceremonial but relatively im­ 
potent gavel wielder, always strode into the 
thick of things, som etim es 
dram atically but 
usually quietly, and usually managed to bring 
back som e kind of agreement to help preserve 
the peace of the world. 
It was because of his 
active and influential role that he incurred the 
wrath of the Soviet Union, whose Prem ier began 
som e time ago to act as if he wanted to destroy 
the United Nations as a world organization. 
If 
this is what Mr. Khrushchev really wants, he 
has a better chance than ever just now, when 
the world can least afford it. 
For the U.N. 
Charter makes no provision for such an even­ 
tuality as the sudden death of a Secretary- 
General, and no one can say what will happen. 
lf the Soviet Prem ier insists on trying to force 
upon 
the 
U N . 
his 
ridiculously 
unworkable 
“troika” proposal as a replacem ent for the Sec­ 
retary-General, the U N. is certain to degenerate 
into a mere debating society, and the debates are 
certain to becom e more unruly and ever so 
much more futile 
An anxious world will be watching and 
waiting to see what the United Nations will do 
toward finding a successor for Dag Hammars­ 
kjold, the man of peace who served it so well 
for more than half the ‘. me it has been in 
existence.

According to President Sukarno of Indonesia, no 
bloc of nations w as to be organized at B elgrade 
He 
said 
“ We come together here not as m em bers of a bloc, 
for indeed countries which conduct a policy of non­ 
alignm ent do not constitute a bloc. 
We abhor the very 
idea of blocs. 
We have come together because we 
m aintain the view that the creation of blocs, especially 
when based upon power politics and the arm am ents 
race, can only lead to w ar which, in this nuclear era, 
can only m ean the extinction of m ankind 
“ There was no prior consultation and agreem ent 
betw een us before we adopted our respective policies 
of non-alignm ent,” 
In the first place. Belgrade did pass a resolution 
which in its nature constitutes those who accepted 
it as a bloc and which, despite K hrushchev's shoot­ 
ing off nuclear weapons to no purpose, l^ft the 
delegates without a word to say against Khrushchev 
and his bombs. 
This silence violates decency and m akes It an 
Impudence on the part of Sukarno to com e to the 
United States to plead with P resident Kennedy to 
m eet with K hrushchev. 
Sukarno is a fanatical 
dem agogue who can attack every country except 
.Soviet Russia and Red China of which he lives in 
fear\ 
Read this paragraph: 
“ Have no fear, gentlem en. 
We a re not children. 
We know a colonialist when we see one 
We shall deal 
as effectively with new colonialism as we have dealt 
with and are dealing with the old ones. 
Do not try to 
divert our attention from the present can cers racking 
our bodies. 
Rid the world of these festering sores — 
Algeria, West Irian. Angola. B izerta’ — and we have 
no fear. 
We shall be well steeled in the battle against 
colonialism in 
it* purest form 
We 
shall be well 
equipped to deal with any new im perialism that m ay 
try to raise its ugly head.” 
But what does he say about Soviet im perialism ’ 
What does he say of Red C hina's conquest of Tibet and 
of the Red Chinese m ovem ent into N epal. Sikkim and 
other Indian countries, or into N orth Vietnam and 
North K orea’ 
About all this, he is silent. 
What sort of a neutralist is this? 
How can he face 
the United States when he is incapable of a balanced 
truth? 
The world faces a w ar of extinction and this 
politician speaks of West Irian as though it really 
m attered to anyone. Should w ar com e, neither Sukarno 
nor the whole of Indonesia will he able to hold West 
Iran, nor, for that m atter, will the Dutch. 
For the 
great tragedy of the oncoming conflict is that it will 
leave the w eaker and sm aller nations w ithout power 
or purpose and perhaps even with no place to seek 
refuge. 
But this is Sukarno’s program for the future; 
‘ W hat, 
then, 
is the 
way 
to 
solve 
burning 
present-day issues? 
Where the conflict of the old 
Interest and the em erging forces has becom e very 
•cute and explosive, we m ust, as a first step, 
accept the status quo. 
As a second step, we m ust 
accept the principle of peaceful co-exlstence, not 
only In words but also in deeds. 
Do not befog 
the issues bv standing stubbornly by previously 
adopted positions in order to ‘save face.* 
The aim 
m ust be to find an acceptable solution around the 
negotiating table, so as to save the world from 
extinction.” 
Curiously, this turns out to be K hrushchev'* pro­ 
gram 
Therefore 
Sukarno 
offer*, 
as

n eutrality 
K hrushchev's solution of the G erm an question as his, 
Sukarno's solution. 
These are his w ords: 
So this m oralist has reached the conclusion that 
m ight is right and that as Soviet R ussia not only 
possesses but uses m ight, the world m ust go along 
with K hrushchev because whoever uses pow er is right. 
It is such m en who are disturbing the peace of the 
world.

CONGRESS CAREFU L - F or

Judge Rules Colts' Song 
Becomes Public Property 


Composers Did Not 


Protect Copyright 


BALTIMORE (AP)-U. S. Dis­ 
trict Judge Roszel C. Thomsen 
tentatively concluded Tuesday that 
the fight song of the Baltimore 
Colts’ football team is in the pub­ 
lic domain. 
The judge said failure of the 


composers to protect their copy­ 
right in 1947 constituted abandon­ 
ment, forefeiture or dedication, 
making the song public property. 
The case was summed up in a 


45-minute oral finding of facts aft­ 
er four days of testimony. Judge 
Thomsen indicated what his con­ 
clusions are, but said he would 
allow time for the plaintiffs to 
file briefs before ruling formally. 
Jo Lombardi and the estate of 


the late Benjamin Klasmer con­ 
tended the Colts, operating as 
Baltimore Football Inc., and the 
National Brewing Company, spon­ 
sors of the Colt games on radio 
and television, were using the song 
without permission. 
Four other defendants reached 


settlements and withdrew from 
the case before it ended. 
) Judge Thomsen concluded that 
the words of the song were a co­ 
operative effort which included 
Lombardi, and that the music was 
by Klasmer with help from Lom­ 
bardi. 
The judge said the two men 


agreed the Colts could use the 
song on the playing field, and that 
the plaintiffs would get half of 
any profits from the sale of sheet 
music or phonograph records. 
But something happened in 1947, 


the judge said, which ' seems to 
me to end this case ” 
He said the song was arranged 


for the Colt band, and photostatic 
copies prepared by Lombardi and 
Klasmer contained no copyrig»\ 
notice. 
“ Under dozens of cases,” he 
said, ‘‘that amounts to dedication 
or forfeiture, and that puts it in 
the public domain.” 
There was testimony that the 


composers received stock in the 
old Colt organization in 1948, and 
Judge Thomsen said he was con­ 
vinced this was "an outright sale’’ 
of the song.
